Landon, 1936 Republican nom- 


inee for president, stepped into 
the incipient debate by attribu-ing 
the food situation in Germany, at 
least, to what he termed the 
"cruel and inhuman" plan formu- 
lated by former Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau for treat- 
ment of the conquered Reich. 


Calls Policy "Silly, Criminal" 
Contending this countr.' had 


followed the Morgenthau plan, 
Landon told a news conference 
yesterday in Topeka, the United 
States must decide to "continue 
to feed Germany, reverse our pol- 
icy, or be a modern-day Genghis 
Kahn." 


Describing the policy as a heri- 


tage which the late President 
Roosevelt had left Truman, Lan- 
don said it was "both silly and 
criminal" to pursue it because "it 
is an utter failure." 


In New York, Morgenthau said: 


"I recommend that Mr. Landon 
buy a copy of my book and read 
it. 
He obviously doesn't know 


what he is talking about. I think 
his statement is vicious.

WEATHER IS FACTOE 


Washington, Feb. 8—(AP)—Are 


Americans going to have plenty 
to eat next year? 
, 


That depends on the weather, 


and there is at least one disquiet- 
ing sign after nine consecutive 
years of good-to-record harvests. 


As a new crop season approach- 


es, this country finds itself more 
dependent on the uncertainties of 
wind, rain and hail than- ever be- 
fore in its modern history. Al- 
ready, dust is swirling again on 
the fringes of the one-time "Dust 
Bowl." 


When' farmers put seed in the 


soil for this year's crops, domestic 
supplies of wheat and corn will 
have been drained far below nor- 
mal to meet needs of Americans 
themselves and to help prevent 
what President Truman says may 
be "mass starvation" abroad. 


If Americans are to continue t 


eat well and to help the needy 
abroad after this year's harvests, 
the country must replenish its 
stocks of wheat and corn. With- 
out wheat there can be little bread 
and without corn there can be lit 
tie meat, poultry, milk and eggs 


The reason the weather is more 


important than usual is found in 
these two facts:

In case grain crops are cut 


short by drought, floods or other 
causes,'there will be no domestic 
reserves to turn to.

Boost Termed Unfair 


In Chicago, the American Meat 


institute, a trade 
organization, 


termed the fact-finders' recom- 
mendation "unfair to the indus- 
try" and said the companies were 
unable to absorb any part of the 
proposed wage increase. 


Officers of the 
Amalgamated 


Butchers announced that the wage 
proposal did not meet their de- 
mands but that the workers' ac- 
ceptance would be urged "at this 
time". 
President Lewis Clark of

Raises Industry's Costs 


Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 


son, now the nation's boss butcher, 
said he would present the find- 
ings to the Wage 
Stabilization 


board today for approval. 
With- 


out authorization from the board 
the wage increase cannot be plac- 
ed in effect. 


In its report, the fact-finding 


panel .held that the 16-cent in- 
crease .-would'raise th«-meat indus- 
try's total costs by less than two 
per cent The board, said direct 
labor costs now are from eight to 
10 per cent of total costs. 


On the basis of figures given 


the fact-finders by Swift & Com- 
pany during public hearings, an 
11-cent increase would increase 
meat prices by 44 cents a 100 
pounds. A 16-cent increase would 
boost prices 64 cents a hundred- 
weight.

Kramer was the Intelligence of- 


ficer who distributed transplations 
of intercepted Japanese messages 
to top officials in the days pre- 
ceding Pearl Harbor attack Dec. 
7, 1941. 


Another witness, Capt L. F. 


Safford, has testified previously 
that an empty filing jacket, bear- 
ing file No. JD-1:7001 "could have" 
contained an intercepted "winds" 
message which he said was re- 
ceived "three days before the Jap- 
anese struck.

The pre-natal and infant his- 


tory of the United Nations Or- 
ganization has been marked by a 
considerable conflict of aims and 
attitudes. And nowhere, it seems 
to us, has one side of that con- 
flict been more aptly illustrated 
than in a London dispatch pur- 
porting to explain Russia's pref- 
erence in the matter of a site for 
the permanent UNO headquarters. 
Whether or not the story is au- 
thentic in every respect, it is not 
unfortunately, incredible. 
Russians favor

York 


area"because they feel sure of a 
sympathetic press in that re- 
gion." That is as if an actor had 
invested all his money in a new- 
play, and yet was more concerned 
with the critics' reception of his 
own performance than with the 
show's success or failure. 


Other 
governments 
probably 


share this Russian attitude, for 
old habits of diplomatic thinking 
are not easily broken. But the 
Russian leaders in particular have 
made little attempt to disguise the 
fact that they are chiefly con- 
cerned with making their national 
policies good, with making them 
look good, and with tolerating no 
opposition to the attainment of 
their national goals—United Na- 
tions or no United Nations. 


It might appear to an outsider 


that the present Russian leaders 
are operating as if they would al- 
ways be the Russian government. 
The}' seem to consider present di- 
visions and alignments permanent. 
They seem to espouse" the United 
Nations more for present and ex- 
pedient purposes than out of a de- 
sire to subordinate private inter- 
ests in creating a peace-ensuring 
organization which is amendable 
but enduring. 


All this may be unjust to Rus- 


sia's long-range motive.

American servicemen protesting 
against nasty little impositions 
inflicted by young officers who 
would seem to have been well- 
schooled in the privileges of rank 
but to have learned little about 
the responsibilities.

Gen. George Patton as one who, 
in his junior days, knew and en- 
forced the rights of the enlisted 
soldiers. 
By contrast, the criti- 


cisms, most of them unfortunate- 
ly general rather than 
specific, 


report that many junior officers 
used their rank to snatch up 
fountain-pens, watches and other 
paltry luxuries which came in the 
PX supplies and jeeps to attend 
parties exclusively for 
officers. 


They had better quarters and food 
and estranged themselves 
from 


the enlisted people, being more 
interested in German women than 
in their obligations to their own 
countrymen in the ranks. 


The complaints against govern- 


ment commitments and 
policy 


seem less valid because neither 
servicemen nor the civilians at 
home know what those commit- 
ments are or what the nation, 
through congress, will undertake 
in the policing of enemy countries, 
the manning of outposts and the 
salvage of American property.

Many of the writers bitterly re- 


sent the imposition on veteran sol- 
diers of juvenile courses in salut- 
ing and the pomposity and indif- 
ference of high officers who are 
accused of turning them out in 
bad weather for inspections and 
reviews and keeping them waiting.

Brussels, Feb. 8—On Feb. 17 


Belgium will hold her first general 
election since 1939, and the politi- 
cal complexion of the new Parlia- 
ment is likely to determine the 
fate of King Leopold, who is fight- 
ing doggedly to retain his throne. 


This is the second of these royal 


campaigns your team of globe- 
trotters has encountered, for Don 
Juan's crusade boiled up while we 
were in Spain recently. Leopold's 
future is so uncertain that pre- 
dictions are definitely out of order 
because, forsooth, the structure of 
the new Parliament is uncertain. 


The position is this: The 1939 


Parliament, the last elected, was 
composed of 73 Catholics, 64 So- 
cialists, 33 Liberals, 17 Flemish 
Nationalists, 
nine Communists, 


four Resists and two independents. 
While the Catholic party had the 
largest number of seats, the last 
government was a coalition of So- 
cialists, Liberals and Communists, 
who had 106 of the 202 votes. 
* * * 


The Catholic party is supporting 


Leopold, while the coalition gov- 
ernment thus far has had thumbs 
down on his majesty. Thus it will 
be seen that we must know the 
outcome of the election before the 
king's future is clear. 


It strikes me personally that 


if Leopold had come through the 
war with the same standing his 
revered father, King- Albert, had at i 
the end of the last conflict, his 
chances of ruling the Belgians 
again would be first class. 


But Leopold surrendered to the 


Germans at the outset of the war, 
while in the previous conflict his 
father and mother retreated with 
their army into a tiny corner of 
Belgium on the coast near La 
Panne, and there fought the ene- 
my through more than four years 
of terrible hardship. 
* * * 


I was frequently at 
Belgian 


headquarters during World War I 
and can testify from personal ob- 
servation to the magnificent serv- 
ice rendered by King Albert and 
his queen. I know, too. that Leo- 
pold will remember the frenzied joy 
with which the Belgians welcomed 
the return of the royal family to 
the capital, for I saw the trium- 
phal progress of the king and 
queen and their children on horse- 
back through the seething, cheer- 
ing crowds—and Leopold was rid- 
ing his little pony with his brother 
and sister behind their parents. He 
never will forget that day and he 
must recognize that his position 
now is far different from that of 
his father. 
* * * 


Of course, the question of the 


monarch is only one of the far- 
reaching issues involved in the 
election. We shall learn Feb. 17 
whether Belgium Is swinging to 
the left or to the right or is mov- 
ing fairly well to the center. 


The present coalition govern- 


ment, headed by Socialist Premier 
Achille Van Acker, is going before 
the electors with claims of big 
achievements. By far the most im- 
portant of these is that -Belgium 
is one of the earliest of liberated 
countries to show signs of econo- 
my recovery—a happy situation 


which this column already has re- 
ported to you. 


Another item which the govern- 


ment, will call to the attention of 
the voters is the hot campaign 
against the black market, which 
is said to be on the run. 


So these and other points will be 


placed before the voters who will 
decide whether they are satisfied 
with the Van Acker government.
